Bourbon  Comity,  Kentucky 

At  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  immigration  westward  began  with  a  rush. 

The  great  growth  of  the  West  took  place  in  the  Kentucky  county  which  was  widely 
favored  for  its  fertility  and  was  acre  easily  reached.  (Until  1792,  when  Kentucky 
bee am  a  state,  it  was  a  part  of  Virginia). 

Immigrants  came  into  Kentucky  by  two  routes— -the  Ohio  River  and  Boone’s  old  Wild¬ 
erness  Trail.  In  1775  Boone  and  thirty  others  cleared  a  trail  fro*  the  Kolsuon 
Uver  in  North  Carolina  to  the  Kentucky  Hirer .  It  was  a  chopped  out  narrow 
bridle  path  orer  Cumberland  Gap,  across  the  Cumberland,  Laurel,  and  Hock cast! a 
livers,  through  tall  open  timber  Barked  by  biases  on  the  tree  trunks,  a  path 
cut  through  underbrush,  dense  canebrake,  and  beds  of  reeds. 

The  people  who  traveled  by  the  Wilderness  Trail  went  on  foot  and  by  horse  back 
with  laden  pack  trains,  often  with  herds  and  flocks.  Families  from  the  saiss 

neighborhood  often  Jaurnapod  together  for  companionship  and  actual  protection. 

» 

The  trail  was  bad  and  the  trip  was  made  with  much  fatigue  and  exposure.  The 
tixe  required  to  make  the  Journey  from  Maryland  to  Kentucky  wight  be  four  or 
fire  weeks.  Bishop  Asbury  of  the  M.  E,  Church  made  a  trip  from  Virginia  to 
Kentucky.  He  records J  "Our  way  was  over  risers,  aaid^r  creeks,  thick  mountains, 
steep  Mils,  deep  growth  of  reeds  for  miles  together  and  no  inhabitants  Dot 
wild  beast  and  savage  men". 

The  human  flood  that  surged  into  Kentucky  in  1793-X79U  bore  on  its  crest  the 
family  of  Thomas  and  Margaret  Current  from  the  west  shore  of  Maryland.  The 
Current  family  settled  about  a  mile  and  half  fro*  Hopewell,  that  was  first 
charted  as  a  town  in  1709  by  the  Virginia  Legislature.

Isaac  and  Betesy  Ruddle,  d.  X8o8  are  buried  in  the  old  Presbyterian  grave¬ 
yard  which  he  donated  for  bsrial  purposes.  Adjoining  the  pravs^fard  rtood  one 
of  the  first  churSaes  in  the  county- — —  jpStoner  Mouth  Churoh*.  Back  of  the  first 
Methodist  Church  built  in  1820  ia  another  gravel-yard,  here  many  of  Thomas  and 
Margaret  Current's  descendants  are  buried.  It  is  to  this  historical^  village 
that  their  eldest  eon,  John,  b.  1780  in  Maryland  and  Elisabeth  Asos,  b.  1790 
in  Kentucky  raised  their  families.
